If the disinfection of 
Lthese places is of any value in cradicuting. 
the plague germs, then it naeds-tobe done 
thoroughly, and in this particular instance 
it was thorough, without ‘being brutal. 

To quite a. different scene -was-I next: 
introdaced—a Chinese dwelling house in Sai} 
Yuen lane. 1t was an ordinary three-storied 
house, lighted only from front and back and 
that but imperfectly: ‘The ground flour was 
a tinsmith’s shop, the other two floors were. 
dwelling places. It was onthe top floor 
that the pingae case.hid occurred—n boy 
of eight years being the victim—and the 
vecupants had taken time by the forelook, 
removed their possessions and departed 
hurriedly, leaving a bare room to be cleans- 
ed, and taking infection with them to other 
parts of the city. .A few old mats remained 
on_the fcor,-and the dirty-yellow “walls 
. were decorated, or disfigured, with Chinese 
characters’ and figures on red*paper. The 
floor was saturated with Cylin and the walls 
were sprayed with. corrosive . sublimate, 
Tha spraying pump is n handy contrivance 
for it distributes the- liquid well and yet 
does not dolugo the place. As tho fine. 
spray began to penetrate into the crevices 
in the: plaster numberlesy: insects and 
‘spiders omorged from their hiding places 
and endeavoured to escape but they did 
not live long under the pitiless rain-of dis- 
infectant.; Tho windows scomed as though 
they. had: nover been: cleaned, the panes 
being. encrusted with dirt aad the 
colour of the frames was hidden beneath 
the coating ‘of dust. Tho small kitchen at 
the rear was equally as dirty—if not more 
80;. % more. uvappetising place cord 
seurcely be imagined. Rat holes were 
numerous and these were all cemented up 
before the sanitary corps Jeft. The din; 
narrow stuirs made une. very wary in the 
ascent and descent. 

An examination’ of- the floor below 
was mado, after the disinfectant on tho 
floor above had- been mopped up, In 
asmall narrow room three families lived and 

- counted. no Fest thim eight youngsters. 
This ‘room Ww: ich. darker than the one 
above’ and’ deapite the: bright, siushine. 
whieh made ilorious the day outside it 
would hare been impossible to read in any 
one “of the cubicles without the. aid of 

rtificial light. At a small cixcular table 
‘pear the verandah sat a° man, s woman” 
and two children, busily engaged in eating, 
what timeother of the occupants of the floor 
were-cleansing it with disinfectants.. They 

did not seem to mind the intrasion’ of ‘the 
‘sani gang, nor did. the fact that on the 
floor ‘above: a compatriot had died of the 
dread bubonic plague seem to cause them 
any -comocri.:- An‘ elderly Chinaman, 
smoking # cigatette, carried a baby in his 
arms, 0 youug “girl had another. baby on 
hor ‘back -and three more little-‘children 
peered out from one of the. dimly lit 
cubicles,. And the women of the house

cleanliness,” How. they conld clean it 
without ‘remeving the dirty baugings 
round the walls: and. over: the: cubiclos 
is a matter of wonder, but as they 
choso to. undertake the cleansing them- 
selves they were sllowed to go on with it, 
Ang they seemed quite contented...”
